come from interest and dividends will 
be released the latter part of Decem- 
ber. As has been previously stated in 
published communications, every in- 
dividual who is an inhabitant or resi- 
dent of this state on January 1, 1324, 
every partnership, association or trust, 
the' beneficial interest in which is not 
represented by 'transferable 
shares, 


having a usual place of business 
in 


this state, any member of which is an 
Inhabitant 
thereof, and' fiduciaries, 


whether individuals, partnerships or 
corporations, including? all 
trustees, 


executors, administrators, guardians, 
conservators,, trustees in bankruptcy, 
•receivers and assignees for the bene- 
j fit of creditors, who areJnhabitants of 
'this state or who are appointed by a 
court o£ this state, receiving any in- 
come which would be taxable if re- 
ceived by an Individual, must make 
a return to the State Tax Commission, 
on or before March 15, 1924. 


From inquiries received at this of- 


fice it appears that many people are 
contusing this return with the one 
made to the Federal government. The 
two returns have very little in com 
mon 
In the Federal return income of 


every kind'must be included, while the 
state return requlrejj you to include 
your receipts -from interest and divi- 
dends only. Under the law as passed, 
there is no minimum amount under 
which a return is required. 
If you 


have any taxable income you must 
make a return. A husband and wife 
•i-uBt make'separate returns, and each 
•;j entitled to an exemption of ?200 (to 
be deducted by "the Tax Commission)

"good enough to sell 500 copies in England, it will often sell 
1000 copies or better in America."

population, as well as in area. It ought to buy and read more 
copies of a good book than England. But even if the visiting 
publisher's praise is rather faint, the fact remains that the read- \ 
ing public is gaining in numbers and is asking on the whole 
for pretty good reading matter. Regardless of what -other 
countries are doing, our librarians tell us that their book cir- 
culation is steadilyincreasing year by year, and that the books 
in demand are not all trash by any means. Books on poetry, 
science, philosophy, fiction, history, drama, religion, all show 
a growing throng of readers. 


Book stores, too, find no dearth of customers who seek the 


better books. 


Trash is written in great abundance and is read by the 
hun- 


dreds of thousands of copies, but it will never choke out the 
truly great human writings that exist now or will be written.
